THE NATION’S SORROW. 


Description of the Late President’s 
Last Hours. 


PROGRAMME OF THE OBSEQUIES. 


Breaking the Sad N ew s to the Aged 
M other. 


[BPBCIAL BY TRLKGRAPII TO THS RRC0RD-UN10H.] 


C h icago, September 20th.— From J. Stanley Drown 
the Timetf correspondent haB the following descrip­ 
tion of the death scene : When Mr. Brown entered 
the room, Mrs. Rockwell and Miss Lulu, who had 
Just come in with Mrs. Garfield and Mollie, left the 
room and stood in the hall just outside. 
Dr. Bliss 
stood at the head of the bed feeling the pulse. As 
he came in, taking hlj place among the people, Drs. 
Aguew and Hamilton were trying to revive the 
President with hypodermic injections of brandy. 
Colonel Rockwell then went out a moment and re­ 
turned with Mollie Gai field. 
As the President 
passed into the sinking condition, and began to 
breathe in great, slow gasps, Colonel Rockwell went 
quietly to the windows and closed them. Mr. Brown 
walked to Mrs. Gar field, aud she leaned upon his 
arm &s the President slowly breathed bis last. Mrs. 
Garfield was calm, save for convulsive shudders that 
at times overmastered her. Mollie came up to her 
a moment later, and her mother put her arm around 
her as the little girl sobbed bitterly. Her woeping 
and the President's gasping breath were the only 
sounds in the room. Then General Swain caxne to 
Miss Mollie, fearing that her grief would be too much 
for her mother, and led her away out of the room* 
There was a period of gasping, and then the Presi­ 
dent ceased to breathe. 
Mrs. Rockwell then placeg 
her arm around Mr3. Garfield and led her away. 
As Mrs. Garfield left the room alie turned and said 
to Mr. Brown, as she wrung his hand, “ I shall de­ 
pend upon you.” 
MacVeagh says the corpse starts for Washington 
Wednesday, will lie 111 state in the rotunda of the 
Capital Thursday, and leave lor Cleveland Friday, 
where the funeral will be held Monday, aud the re­ 
mains be interred in Lake View Cometer}- in that 
city. 
At the President’s request an autopsy will be held. 
A n o th e r A cco u n t. 
The President’s remarks to Colonel Swain, who 
was with him when he awoke from his sleep, wrere : 
“ Oh ! Swain. 
What a pain ! ” placing his hand on 
his heart. 
“ Can t you do something for me i Oh ! 
Swain !” At this time Mrs. Garfield had been out 
of the room for about fifteen minutes, and had re­ 
tired for the night. Previous to going to his own 
room, Dr. Bliss says he conferred with Mrs. Garfield 
on the general condition of the President, aud that 
she expressed the opinion that her husband was not 
wear}- and that he had awakened feeling comforta­ 
ble and experiencing little or no pain. 
“ It was 
about ten minutes past 10 o’clock,’’ said Dr. Bliss, 
14 that the President awakened and complained of a 
severejpaiu in bis heart.” The doctor referred to 
the fact that the former attending surgeons in the 
case had been called to attend an autopsy, and that 
Curtis, of Washington, had been selected to do the 
cutting. 
Dr. Bliss said the formation of a blood clot in the 
vicinity of the heart was the sequel of the original 
trouble. 
Statem ent o f General Sw ain. 
E lukro n . September 20th.—Judge-Advocate Gen­ 
eral Swain, w ho was the only one with the President 
when lie commenced sinking last night, makes the 
following statem ent: It was my night’s watch with 
the President. I had been with him a good deal of 
the time from 3 o’clock in the afternoon. A few 
minutes before 10 o'clock I left Colonel Rockwell* 
with whom I had been talking for some minutes in 
the lower hall, and proceeded upstairs to the Pres­ 
ident’s room. On entering the room I found Mrs 
Garfield sitting by his bedside, no other person be­ 
ing in the room. I said to her, 44 How is everything 
going on?” She replied, 44He is sleeping nicely.” 
I then said,441 think you had better go to bed and 
rest.” I then asked her what had been prescribed 
for him to take during the night. She replied that 
she did not know. She had given him a milk putsch 
at S o’clock. 
I then said, ** If you v il wuit 
a 
moment 
I 
will 
go 
into 
the 
doctors' 
room 
and 
see 
what 
is 
to 
be 
given 
during the night.” 
She then said, 44 There is beef 
tea down stairs; Dinicl kn jws where to get it.” I 
then went into the doctors’ room. 
1 found Dr. 
Bliss there, and asked him what was to be given 
during the night. He answered, 4‘ 1 think I had 
better fix up a list, and will bring it in to you very 
soon.” 
I then went back into the the surgeons’ 
room, and had some little conversation with Mrs 
Garfield. She felt of the President’s hand, and laid 
her hand on his tarabea*, and said, 44 He seems to be 
in a good condition,” and passed out of the room- 
1 immediately felt of his hand, feet and knee. 1 
thought that his Knee seemed a little cool, aud got a 
flannel cloth heated at the fire and laid it over his 
limbs. I also heated another cloth, and laid it over 
his right hand, and then sat down in a chair beside 
his bed. 
I was hardly seated when Boynton came 
in and felt the President’s pulse. I asked him how 
It seemed to him. 
He replied, 44 It is not as stroeg 
as it was tliia afternoon, but very good.” I said he 
seemed to be doing well. 44 Yes,” be answered, and 
passed out. He was not in the room more than two 
minutes. Shortly after this the President awoke. 
As he turned his head on awakening I arose and 
took hold of his hand. I was on the left hand of 
the bed as he lay. I remarked, 44 Yon have h ad a 
nice comfortable sleep.” 
He then said, 
44 Oh ! 
Swain, 
this 
is 
terrible 
pain,” 
placing 
his 
right hand on his breast, about over the region of 
the heart. I asked him if I could do anything for 
him. He said, 44 Some water.” I went to the other 
side of the room and poured about an ounce aud a 
half of polara water into a glass and gave it to him 
to drink. He took the glass in his hand, I raising 
his head as usual, and drank the water very natu­ 
rally. 
1 then handed the glass to the colored man 
Daniel, who came in during the time I was getting 
the water. Afterward I took a napkin and wiped 
his forehead, as he usually perspired ou awakening. 
He then said, 44 Oh ! Swain ; this terrible pain ! 
Press 
your hand 
o*i it.” 
I laid 
my hand 
on his chest. He then threw both hands to one 
side, and about ou a line with his head, and ex­ 
claimed, 44 Oh, Swain ! Can’t you stop this V and 
again, 44 Oh ! Swain !” 
I saw him looking at me 
with a staring expression. I asked him if he was 
suffering much pain. Receiving no answer I re" 
peated the question, with a like result. I th, n con­ 
cluded that he was either dying or having a severe 
spasm, and called to Daniel, who was at the door, to 
tell Dr. Bliss and Mrs. 
Garfield to come in 
immediately, and glancing at the small clock 
hanging on the chandelier nearly over the foot 
of his bed, I saw that it was 
ten minutes 
past 10 o’clock. 
Dr. Bliss came in within two or 
three minutes. I told Daniel to bring a lighted can­ 
dle, which was habitually behind the screen near 
the door. 
When the light shown full on his face I 
saw that he was dying. 
W hen Dr. Bliss came in, a 
moment after, I said: 44 Doctor, have you any 
stimulants ? he seems to be dying.” He took ho’d 
of his;wrist, feeling for his pulse, and said, 44 Yes ; 
he is dying.” I then said to Daniel, 44 Run and 
arouse the house.” At that moment Colonel Rock­ 
well came in, when Dr. Bliss said, 44 Let us rub his 
limbs,” which we dfd. In a very few moments Mrs. 
Garfield came m,- and said, 
“ What does this 
mean?” and a moment afterwards exclaimed, 4,O h ! 
why am I made to suffer this cruel wrong.” At 
10:35 p. m. the sacrifice was completed. He breathed 
his last calmly and peacefully. 


Coroner's Inquest Abandoned. 
Long Branch, September 20th.—The proposed 
Coroner’s inquest over the President's remains has 
been abandoned by the local authorities. 


Preparations for R em oval—Extrem e Ema­ 
ciation. 
Nbw Y o r k , September 20th.—The Po*t'§ Long 
Branch special says : Preparations for the removal 
of the effects of the Presidential party are begin­ 
ning. The attendants and workmen are engaged in 
packing the trunks at the cottage. Private Secre­ 
tary Brown says the extreme emaciation of the 
President was a surprise to the undertaker and 
emhalmer. It is possible to clasp the leg above the 
knee with one hand. There are some doubts as to 
whether, if the President lies in state at Washing­ 
ton, it will be deemed wise to show the remains. 
The Rem oval o f the Body. 
New York, September 20th.—Secretar}* Windom 
says the body will undoubtedly be taken to Wash­ 
ington to-morrow. That is the result of their con­ 
ference. Mrs. Garfield at first wished to go direct 
to Mentor, but has been convinced that it is due to 
the nation that he should be taken to the Capital. 
Agnew says prior to the autopsy he speaks with 


reservation as to the immediate cause of death, but 
in his opinion it was due to a spasm of the heart in­ 
duced by a blood clot. 


[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
Elbiron*, 
September 
20th. — MacVeagh, who 
manages the removal of the remains from Long 
Branch to Washington, says : 
The Pennsylvania 
Railroad will send four coaches here to be used on 
the occasion. The train is to made up as follows: 
First car, baggage ; second car, remains of the Presi­ 
dent and escort] third car, Mrs. Garfield and family; 
fourth car, Cabinet and surgeons. 
The train will 
take the same route as when the President wa3 re­ 
moved. No stops will be made, except for water. 
No correspondents will accompany the train. It is 
the desire of those managing the arrangements for 
removal that no train 3hall bo run either in advance 
or after the President's special, for observation or 
other purposes. 
The special train will be run 
slowly, and all through trains will be laid over for 
it to pass. The present intention is that the train 
shall leave here about 10 a. m. to-morrow, and ar­ 
rive in Washington between 4 and 5 P. m. 
After 
lying in state In the rotunda of the Capitol Thurs­ 
day and Friday, the remains will be again taken 
charge of by the Pennsylvania Railroad and be con­ 
veyed direct to Pittsburg, thence to Cleveland. 


P re p a ra tio n s a t th e W h ite H ouse. 


W a sh in g to n , September 20th.—The White House 
is being prepared for the reception of the Presi­ 
dent’s remains 
The chandeliers have been re­ 
moved from the east room, and a catifalque is being 
erected in there, so if it is iutended to lay the re­ 
mains in state in the White House everything will 
be In readiuc«s. The guard of honor will consist of 
nine General officers of the army, nine officers of 
the nary—none below the rank of Chaplain—and 
twenty nine picked men of the army. 
From the 
porch of the White House a canopy of black will be 
erected, extending to the east room. 


W a r D e p a rtm e n t O rd e rs. 


W a sh in g to n , September 20th.—The War Depart­ 
ment will issue an order to-morrow that every mili­ 
tary station, post and arsenal go into mourning for 
thirty days at th*e expense of the Government. 
General Sherman will have charge of the funeral 
and matters relating thereto. A schedule will be 
prepared giving all facta about tbe funeral cortege, 
etc. All flags are to be put at half-mast for thirty 
days, and thirteen guns will be fired daily at sun­ 
set for thirty days. The army officers shall oil wear 
mourning six months. 
Another order will be issued from the War De­ 
partment to-morrow, notifying the army of the 
death of the President and the accession of Presi­ 
dent Arthur. 


T h e N ew s B ro k e n to G e n e ra l A r th u r. 


N e w Y o r k , September 20th.—At 11:30 last night 
a Sun reporter asked to see General Arthur. There 
was no unusual stir about the house. The servant 
informed the reporter that Arthur had received 
nothing later than the evening bulletin. 
44 The 
President is dead,” said the reporter. At this 
moment General Arthur appearel in the hall. 
44 The President is dead,” the reporter repeated to 
him. 
44 Oh! no; it cannot be true. It cannot be. 
I have heard nothing.” 44 A dispatch has just been 
received at the Sun office,” said the reporter. 
441 
hope it is a mistake.” General Arthur’s voice broke 
at the last words, and f is eyes filled with tears. He 
then retired to a back room, where Messrs. Elihu 
Root and Daniel M. Rollins were awaiting him. 
44 They say he is dead,” said General Arthur. 44 A 
dispatch has been received at the Sun office.” Deep 
silence then ensued. A moment fifterward a tele­ 
gram was received. General Arthur broke it open 
slowly. After reading it he buried his head in his 
hands and remained in that position for a long 
time. Meanwhile the dispatch was handed slowly 
around. It was a message from the Cabinet, in­ 
forming the Vice-President of the death of the 
President. By 12 o’clock the sound of cabs rattling 
up in front of tbe bouse filled the street. General 
Arthur's son hastened up the steps. 
He remained a 
few moments in the room with his father, but the 
latter was still too much affected by the news to 
speak. It was 12:30 o’clock when General Arthur 
received the formal notification of the President’s 
death, signed by the Cabinet. He had not then 
decided what eteps to take. 
He was again com­ 
pletely unnerved, and again buried his face iu his 
hands.

Nkw Y o r k , September 20th.—President Arthur, 
accompanied by Colonel Bliss, left at noon for 
Elberon by special train. 


E lb e r o n , September 2 0 tli—1:15 p. m.—President 
Arthur and Secretaries Blaine and Lincoln have just 
arrived. 


L on g B r a n c h , September 20th—1:25 r. m.— Presi­ 
dent Arthur was well received by the people, and 
seemed well pleased by the reception accorded him. 
He was met at the station by about fifty carriages, 
which accompanied him to Elberon. 


M ovem ents o f th e P re s id e n t. 


E lb k r o n , September 20tb.—President 
Arthur 
left for New York on a special train. General 
Grant went «rra in arm with Arthur to the carriage 
which took him to Elberon. The carriage returned 
empty, so he probably went to New York with the 
President. Arthur called on Mrs. Garfield before 
leaving, expressing his sympathy and an assurance 
of great sorrow. 


Nkw York, September 20th.—President Arthur 
reached home alone at 0 r. m. Ho eald he would 
not go to Washington yet, nor receive any callers, 
but would retire for the night. Shortly after Col. 
George Bliss arrived and eutered the house. At 9 
Senator Logan and Police Commissioner French 
ealled, and remained for some time. At 11 a coupe 
drove up, and Grant alighted and entered the house. 
Ex-Senator Cjnkling has not yet visited President 
Arthur. Elihu Root, Alderman Waite, Park Com­ 
missioner Wales and Senator Jones, were also among 
the visitors. General Grant left shortly after 11. 
When President Arthur went to Long Branch to­ 
day four headquarter detectives were on the same 
train. They were dressed in citizens’ clothes, and it 
is doubtful if the President knew they were officers, 
if he noticed them at all. 


Tburlow Weed and the New President. 


Nbw York, September 20th.— A Tribune reporter 
interviewed Thurlow Weed, who said : About three 
weekqago I had a long and frank conversation 
with Arthur. 
I have known him long, and our 
friendship has been uninterrupted since he was on 
Governor Morgan’s staff. There was therefore no 
restraint in our conversation, and it inspired me 
with confidence; and while I hoped the Presi- 
deat might be spared, I felt reconciled so far 
as Arthur was concerned. I think he will try to do 
what Garfield would have done if he had lived. I 
think he will go to Washington with that intention. 
Nothing can be plainer than his duties in this re­ 
gard, and nothing more certain than that one course 
will transfer the large confidence of the Republican 
party to him, and make his administration popu­ 
lar ; while any departure from it will break him 
and the Republican party. I believe he is going to 
be a wise man, and administer the Government 
wisely 
and 
well ; 
but

I 
shou’d 
be 
disappointed in my expectations, he will destroy 
the Republican party and himself. 
Everything 
is in his hands, and I feel that it is safe to leave it 
there. The surest way for him to guard against 
mistakes is to act on his own judgment, lie has 
the experience and knowledge to administer the 
Government, if he will but be guided by it, and 
take up nobody's quarrels and nobody’s ambitions. 
His visit to Washington after the shooting of the 
President has been fortunate all around. I think 
he got many useful ideas there.

He told me that his re­ 
lations with members of the Cabinet were pleasant, 
and that he had passed the time very agreeably with 
the Secretary of State and his family, and that 
Mrs. Hunt, wife of the Secretary of the Navy, and hi 
wife bad been girl acquaintances and friends, and 


there was a pleasant intimacy [there. All his talk 
confirmed my favorable impressions of bim, and I 
now feel that though it is a great responsibility, he 
is equal to il. He cannot fail to profit by the lessons 
which the fate of three other Vice Presidents w ho 
became Presidents teach.

C le v e la n d , September 20th.—Mother Garfield is 
now at Solou with her daughter, Mrs. Larabee. A 
Herald special from Solon says : 44 Until three days 
ago, full particulars of the situation were tele­ 
graphed with the greatest regularity to friends at 
Solon. Since that date only meager dispatches 
were sent, and the suspense of the household can 
only be imagined. On Saturday night and Sunday 
night Mrs. Larabee and the President’s mother slept 
together, and the former affirms that Mrs. Garfield 
did not sleep at all. Her anxiety rendered sleep out 
of the question. During the last week or two her 
general health has been remarkably good. 
Dur­ 
ing all the days since July 2d the mother 
of the President remained hopeful. She had 
faith that her noble son would be sparod to 
serve his country and comfort her declining years. 
Mrs. Larabee, who is his sister, on the contrary, has 
had a feeling of discouragement aud fear from the 
first, and even on the day when he left Mentor she 
says her mind was filled with vague forbodings which 
she could not drive away. 
As Garfield went about 
his farm giving things a farewell look, she felt the 
presentiment that it was a long good by. 


T h e D ead P re s id e n t's M o th er. 
Cleveland, September 20th.—•n he solemn news 
was broken to Grandma Garfield about 9 o’clock this 
morning. At first 6he was much shocked, but soon 
came to, and calmly said : 44 It is all for the best, if 
the people are ready for it. It is not possible 
that my sou James is dead. 
I do not wish 
te live any longer. I will soon be with him.’’ 
During the day Monday she was constantly busying 
herself about the house, and Mrs. Larabee besought 
her not to do any work. 44 Mother,” she said, 44 you 
will only worry yourself.” 44 Oh, no,” replied the 
old lady, 44 if la m active I shall be able to sleep 
better.” Her exhaustion, occasioned by the lack of 
rest for the two nights preúous, induced a sleep 
which the members of the family say e xceeded in 
length any previous sleep of the old lady. 
At 5 
o’clock Tuesday morning the village bell tolled. At 
6 o’clock came the following private telegram :

Mrs. Larabee’s first thought was not to awaken 
Mrs. Garfield.

At that 
hour Mrs. Larab.ee passed her door with a heavy 
heart. She found her up and dressed, reading the 
Bible.

Bliss stated that the autopsy had been very 
tedioos, and the time occupied in searching for the 
ball alone was nt sly three-quarters of an hour. 
Mrs. Garfield was feeling much relieved Bince the 
autopsy, inasmuch as it resulted in establishing the 
fact that the patient’s death was inevitable. The 
point of the ball was somewhat blunt or in a bat­ 
tered condition, caused by the force with which it 
struck the rib, while in other respects its original 
shape was not altered.

THE 
DISPOSAL 
OF THE 
ASSASSIN. 


A great nation cannot demean itself by 
letting aside its own laws, even to punish 
so atrocious a crime as that which Gaiteau 
has committed. 
I t is hound by tho very 
principles of its existence to give to the 
world in this supreme hour an example of 
passionless justice. 
The assassin must be 
tried with all the forms of law. 
He must 
be accorded the privileges which are ex­ 
tended to all accused persons. And though 
it may be true that his wretched life 
would be forfeit a million times over if the 
people 
were to 
express their 
resent­ 
m ent 
toward 
him 
without 
restraint, 
it m ust be remembered that the sacrifice 
of 
this 
worthless 
villain 
can 
avail 
nothing, 
for 
th at 
the 
evil 
Í3 
done 
and is beyond remedy. 
Nevertheless the 
country demands that justice shall be 
executed upon him. 
llis case is not one in 
which the audacious subterfuges which 
have so often saved murderers from the 
gallows will avail. 
I t ia not too much to 
Eay th at a failure to convict him of murder 
in the first degree would almost certainly 
be followed by a deplorable resort to 
illegitimate methods of vengeance. 
There 
is of course no possible defense for him 
which can justifyhisacquittal. He deserves 
to be hanged, and he must he hanged ; 
and if 
he is not sentenced 
to death 
legally and promptly 
it 
will be im­ 
possible to maintain 
any public sen­ 
tim ent agiinst lynching him. 
I t is cot 
a question of satisfaction for the crime he 
baa committed. 
Of that there can be no 
question. 
Tne sacrifice of all his genera­ 
tion would not compensate for the loss of 
President Garfield. 
But he has committed 
a murder which is very much worse than 
an ordinary murder, though the law knows 
no distinction of the kind, and it is neces­ 
sary that he should be destroyed as one de­ 
stroys a venomous reptile. 
The law offi­ 
cers will, if they are wise, hasten on 
his trial. 
There should be a marked ex­ 
hibition of promptitude in such a case. 
I t will of 
course be impossible 
to 
find the kind of jury so diligently sought 
by counsel for the defense 
in 
ordi­ 
nary 
murder cases, for public opinion 
will not permit the impaneling of a dozer, 
idiote, aud no twelve men of any other 
kind can be found who have not expressed 
an opinion on the case. 
Such difficulties, 
however, mu6t be set aside. The man must 
be tried, and the fact that the verdict will 
be n foregone conclusion will detract in no 
way from the significance of tho proceed­ 
ings. 
W ere i t ’possible under the circum­ 
stances a drumhead Court-martial would 
bo the most satisfactory way of disposing 
of the scoundrel, hut since the Courts have 
cognizance of the case it only remains to 
insist that they perm it no delays in the 
judicial extermination of this most mis­ 
chievous yet insignificant vermin.

VOICE 
FROM 
THE 
DEAD. 


As it seems probable that the assassin 
Guitean will set up the plea of insanity 
when brought to trial, it ia of considerable 
interest to kuow w hat hi3 victim thought 
of that plea, and fortunately the evidence 
is at hand. 
Ia the year 1S71, a man 
named Gelentine was tried a t Cleveland, 
Ohio, on a charge of murder, and the plea 
of emotional insanity was as usual em­ 
ployed in his defense. 
Judge It. F. Payne 
presided at the trial, and in hU charge to 
the jury dealt very severely w ith this 
form of defense. 
Tne Judge’s charge 
struck a popular chord, and elicited nam ­ 
bira of approving comments and letters. 
Among them was the following : 
Wasuisotov, D. C., February 6, 1871. 
Dear Judge : Allow me to congratulate you on 
your splendid charge to the jury at the close of the 
Gelenune case. 
Tbe whole country ow-es you a 
debt of gratitude for brushing away the w-icked 
absurdity which has lately been palmed iff on ihe 
country as law on the subject of Insanity. 11 this 
thins had cone on much further all that a man 
would need to secure himself from the charge of 
murder would be to rave a little and tear his hair a 
little, and then ki 1 his man. I hope you will print 
your excellent charge in pamphlet form, and send 
:t to all the Judges in the land. Very trnly yours, 
JAMES A. GARFIELD. 
The country now feels as General Gar­ 
field felt when he wrote that letter, and it 
certainly was never lc3s inclined to tolerate 
“ the wicked absurdity1' to which he re­ 
fers, than a t the present time. 


SUPERIORITY OF THE -‘ WEEKLY UNION."

TH S NÍ.W ADMINISTRATION. 


Yesterday Chester A. A rthur was sworn 
in as President of the United States. 
He 
assumes the duties of th at high office 
under circumstances which will test his 
capacities to the utterm ost. 
The country 
is prepared to be considerate towards him. 
This feeling is one of the few beneficial 
consequences of the long struggle under 
which President Garfield has at last suc­ 
cumbed. 
H ad President Garfield died 
when he was shot there can be no question 
that the position of his successor would 
have been a most painful and difficult one. 
In th at case there would have been very 
little disposition among the friends of the 
late Administration to make allowance 
for the incoming one, while the latter 
might have been tem pted by the heat of 
the recent contest to adopt a hostile 
instead of a conciliatory polioy. 
Tbe dis­ 
ruption of the Republican party, in fact, 
was threatened by Gniteau’s crime, and 
even cow it m ust depend largely upon the 
prudence and moderation of President 
A rthur w hether the paity is to be held 
together. 
The nation h is fortunately had 
time to forget the ascerbities of the New 
York conflict, while watching the death­ 
bed of the President. 
More sober and 
even more generous sentiments have been 
awakened 
during 
this protracted and 
saddening vigil. 
The conduct of the late 
Vice-President since 
the 
assassination 
moreover has been so modest and judicious 
as to 
partially 
disarm 
criticism, and 
now th at the end has come, the people are 
willing to accord the new President full 
opportunity to vindicate himself, ami to 
prove his fitness for the office to which he 
has succeeded. 
The situation in which he finds himself 
is one which no man of any sensitiveness 
can envy him. 
Tne position of a Vice­ 
President made President by an assas­ 
sination is in the very nature of the 
case most embarrassing. 
Had he been on 
the most friendly term s w ith Preaident 
Garfield this embarrassment would have 
been unavoidable, but seeing that he was 
almost at open war w ith the head of the 
Government when the latter was shot 
down, and seeing that the success of the 
policy which he was then pursuing can 
only be achieved by the reversal of all the 
most cherished purposes of the dead Pres­ 
ident, it is evident that not only will the 
people be called on for a large measure of 
indulgence, hut th a t unless he himself de­ 
fers to the prevailing sentim ent in an un­ 
mistakable way, he can scarcely avoid 
shipwreck. 
H itherto 
it must be ad­ 
mitted that the difficulties surrounding 
him have been for the most part of his own 
creation, and w hat is most discouraging is 
that they have, with scarcely an exception, 
resulted from a tendency to allow his 
course to be shaped for him, instead of de­ 
ciding it for himself. 
A weak man with good intentions often 
proves far more dangerous, when in power, 
than a strong man who looks only to his 
own interest. 
In the case of President 
A rthur the country has had reason to ap­ 
prehend rather ¡infirmity of purpose than 
deliberate wrongdoing, and it requires to 
be said frankly that it will take some clear 
and positive evidence of a change of dis­ 
position to dissipate fears which have been 
based, not upon mere prejudice, but on the 
facts of history. 
It has been suggested 
since the death of President Garfield that 
his successor would probably endeavor to 
carry out the policy whioh the deceased 
executive was known to favor. 
W e do not 
think that such a prospect can be antici­ 
pated. 
The new President represents an 
entirely different line of political action. 
His counselors have been drawn from the 
opposing ranks. 
His friendships, bis in­ 
timacies, his convictions, are all to be 
found there. 
In order to do w hat it is 
suggested th at he will do, it would lie 
necessary for him to alter his whole view of 
political life, and it is not reasonable to ex' 
pect such a radical change from any man. 
A ll th at can iu reason be expected is 
that he will be conservative and cautious. 
He has every incentive to such a course, 
and if he is the man his friends represent 
him to be, such a conree is that which will 
undoubtedly suggest itself to him. 
He is 
doubtless fully conscious th at it would be 
impracticable for him to make any sudden 
changes in the policy of the Administra­ 
tion. 
Left to himself he would probably 
be reluctant to accept the resignations of 
the present 
members of 
the Cabinet, 
though those members must in justice to 
themselves lose no time in tendering their 
resignations. 
Mr. Blaine will beyond 
question havo to retire, nor could President 
A rthur ask him to remain. W ith the other 
Cabinet officers it is different. 
They will 
not embarrass the President by insisting 
upon retiring on the instant. 
The Govern­ 
ment will probably remain a3 it is for some 
time at least. The Senate may, and indeed 
should, be called together without delay to 
choose a presiding officer, but with this 
exception there is no positive demand for 
any active measures until Congress meets. 
I t may be expected th at the new President 
will abstain from doing anything calculated 
to give offense to the friends of President 
Garfield. 
W e do not think that Mr. 
Conkling will be seen in any prominent 
position for the time being. 
President 
Arthur is of course fully aware that he is 
on bis probation, and he will seek to miti­ 
gate the embarrassments of his position by 
making as many friends as possible. 
In 
whatever efforts he makes to do his duty 
manfully and honestly he will have the 
support and approval oven of those who 
least countenanced bis course as Vice-Pres­ 
ident. 
But 
it 
depends upon hiraeelf 
whether he shall make a successful admin­ 
istration, or whether his term shall add one 
more to the gloomy list of failures which 
records tbe experience of previous non­ 
elected Presidents.

lieve it would have been possible under 
any circumstances to treat such a case 
more conscientiously and carefully. 
W e 
believe, in fact, th at tbe unrem itting and 
anxious care of his physicians kept him 
alive six weeks longer than he would have 
lived had he been less faithfully attended. 
The history of his case is in many respects 
almost marvelous. 
Tha display of consti­ 
tutional vigor and energy on his part wa3 
quite phenomenal. 
B ut all his native 
vitality 
and 
will-power 
would 
have 
filled to keep him alive seventy-nine 
days bad they not been supplemented 
by the vigilance, skill end judgment of 
his physicians. 
W e trust that the co u n try 
will accord these gentlemen the praiee they 
drserve, notwithstanding the fatal termina­ 
tion of the case. 
The tru th is th at the 
wound from which Piesident Garfield 
eventually died was of the most formidable 
character. I t was so bad a wound that had 
he died within twelve hours from its in­ 
fliction there would have been no cause for 
surprise.

The death of President Garfield will of 
course bring forward once more the pro­ 
posal to provide generously for his family. 
This is a duty which devolves upon the 
whole country, however, and which ought 
not to be left to private munificence.

this connection. 
I t has never made any 
provision for its ex-Presidents, or for 
those slain in its service. 
I t ought to do 
this. 
I t cannot afford to be put to shame 
by governments over which it affects 
superiority. 
The family of 
President 
Garfield ought to be put altogether beyond 
the reach of want, and this ought to be 
done by Congress, or, if necessary, by an 
amendment to the Constitution. 
B ut it 
is rightly the work of the nation, and the 
nation should not be slow to recognize its 
obligations in the premises.

I t has pleassd Al­ 
mighty God to remove James A. Garfield, 
the Preeilent of the cation, a great and good 
man. One of the noblest representatives ot 
republican institutions has fallen. 
But ia a republic the nation survives when 
great men fail—the Government continues 
when the President die3. 
Uur dependence is 
not on any one person, however great or 
good, but on tiie intelligence, virtue, and 
patriotism of the people and the blessings of 
God. 
I, therefore, George C. Perkins, Governor 
of the State of California, recoguiziug the 
common sentiment of dependence on the Su­ 
preme ltuler of tbe universe which has char­ 
acterized the country during all this long ag­ 
ony of watching and waiting, do hereby ap­ 
point the day that shall be designated for the 
obsequies to be a day of humiliation and 
prayer ; and I recommend all citizens of the 
State to suspend their usual businees on that 
day, and assemble in their respective places 
of worship, that they may humble themselves 
before Almighty God, and supplicate His 
blessings upon the r.atioD, that this visitation 
may not be the beginning of a series of na­ 
tional calamities ; that it may be overruled 
for goad to the country ; that in this hour 
of our great sorrow we may not forget the 
anguish of tho bereaved wife, stricken chil- 
dreu and aged mother ; that the new Presi­ 
dent and all the aesociate officers may be pre­ 
pared to meat the exigencies of the changed 
conditions ; and that the whole people, by a 
fresh consecration of themselves to the hands' 
of righteousness and patriotism, may so five 
that the nation wifi have honor. God reigns, 
and with His blessing a true republic cau 
never die.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE 
DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY’S 
REPORT. 


District Attorney Henry* L. Buckley filed 
hia report yeBterday with the Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, in answer to the recent 
resolution of the Board asking for hia opin­ 
ion as to the powers of the county to bring 
euita against tho hydraulic mining compa­ 
nies engaged in di. charging debris into the 
American and CoeumneB rivers. The report 
will come before the Board to-day, and is as 
follows : 
To the Hon. Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
County—Gentlemen : In response to your official 
inquiry concerning the right of the county of Sac- 
ram suto to cotumeuce actions against tho hydraulie 
m ining companies, who use the beds of tho Ameri­ 
can and Cosumnes rivers as a place for the deposits 
and wastage of the debris of th tir mines, I respect­ 
fully su b m it: 
Kjrst— That if such deposits have already caused 
damage to any of the immovable property of the 
county, the o mipany c unmit'.ing such dam age is 
responsible to the county for such loss and may bo 
sued by it therefor. 
Second—If such damage is continuous, th at Is, 
recurring in its nature, and is r.f such a character as 
to render any cf the Immovable property of the 
county useless for the purposes for which it was in­ 
tended, or in any m ate: iai decree less tit therefor, 
the com .tv is not bound to wait until tha property 
is further Injured or destroyed, but may bring an 
action for an injunction, arid thereby prevent the 
anticipated Injury or damage. 
Third—The duty devolved upon vou touching the 
“ m anagem ent,e tre and preservation of the county 
property,” implies your right of tnkiDg all le^al 
measures necessary to accomplish that end by suit 
or otherwise. 
The ImmovaS e property entitled to 
protection at the Instance of the couuiy from the 
avalanche of rnud and sand, and in which she h .s a 
direct interest in having preserved, are th e public 
crounds and buildings be.onglng to the cutiuty, her 
bridges, roads and highways. 
F ourth—I agree th at the damage to county prop­ 
erty and interests under her protection from thecon- 
tinuance of hydraulic mining on the rivers named is 
too grievous to be longer borne, and th at all the hy­ 
draulic mines tailing into the American and Cosum- 
lies rivers should bo enjoined before the commence­ 
m ent of the rainy season. To that end I am willirg 
to co-operate w ith you in any d etittd m anner.

H ighwaymen Clusb B y.—N o cl no has a3 
yet been obtained of the highwayman who 
attempted to rob John H. Finlay, traveling 
lalestnan for (jr. W . Chesley & Co., near An­ 
telope, last Saturday. This is only (our 
miles from this city, and yet the attempt was 
in regular highwayman style, with mask and 
repeating 
gun. 
l’inlay 
had been paid 
about §200 at Antel -p™, which was probably 
known to the party who atteuiDted to rob 
him. H e 'had in all over $800 with him. 
After driving out about three quarters of a 
mils with his horse and baggy, corning to 
Sacramento, a man stepped out from behind 
a tree rtanrting near hy the road, and ex­ 
claimed, “ H oldup!” Thii frightened Fin­ 
lay’s horse and it started t> run, whereupon 
the robber fired four shots at him, one ball 
passing through the dash-board, and barely 
missing Finlay’s side, and another wounded 
his horse in the hip. 
A ftir getting a short 
distance away Finlay brought bis hor-e to a 
partial hilt, and re turned the compliments 
of the season by shooting at his assailant 
with his revolver, but did not go back to see 
whether he produced any fatal results. The 
highwayman had a handkerchief tied over 
the lower part of his face, and was a duly 
equipped 1 rivand, but fai'ed of success. He 
did not get the treasure, the horse is not per­ 
manently injured, and the dash Iwjard can be 
mended. I t ¡3 getting so, however, that a 
Gatling battery, operated upon a swivel from 
a commanding position in the buggy, is as 
essential a portion of every vehicle for travel 
upon this ooast as the horses to draw the rig. 


F ires Y esterday. — Between 3 and 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon an alarm of fire 
was turned in from the corner of Seventh and 
J she is, canstdby theburningof asmallBhed 
belonging to Williamson & Andersm, on the 
we;t»ideof the nursery yar.l adjoining the City 
Free Library on I -dreet. It was of but little 
value and was quickly consumed. The fire 
originated from boys playing in it, and who 
probably set it on nre for fun. Another fire 
was announced from E mine H use No. 1, at 
9 o’clock last evening, which proved to be an 
old wooden building belonging to Adams, 
McNei’.l & Co., at the rear of their establish­ 
ment at L and Front streetB. The origin of 
this fire cannot be accounted for except, and 
it is baiievei to have been set on fire. The 
building was considerably Bcorched inside, 
and the fire extended under the L street walk. 
The main building of the company was 
densely filled with smoke, but probably with 
no other effect than «» a thorough fumiga­ 
tion. 
The frame building in which the fire 
occurred wrsof little account, and for that 
reason was not insured. Tne contents, con­ 
sisting of salt, potatoes etc., were covered by 
insurance, but the damage is slight. Prompt 
action of the Fire Department prevented the 
spread of the fire to adjoining property.

CITIZENS’ MEETING. 


T he D eath of th e P re sid en t—How S hall 
th e F u n e ra l be O bserved? 


A large meeting of cit-zens was held in the 
Court-house last evening, ia response to tho 
call of the Mayor, to consider what observ­ 
ance shall be had in Sacramento in honor to 
the distinguished dead, '.f ames A. Garfield, 
late President of the United StateB. The 
Mayor, John Q. Brown, called the meeting 
to order, and ia doing so said: The sad oc­ 
currence of last night has called us together 
to pay the last sad tribute to the nation’s il- 
lustri u3 dead, and to sympathize with our 
fellow-men for rmr common loss, and to offer 
what consolation we can to his faithful wife 
and bereaved family. While abhorring the 
dastardly deed that caused this eore affliction, 
we can but congratulate the people upon 
their patience and coolness during the suffer­ 
ing of their chief; and while our passions 
maybe aroused agaiost the cowardly asan.-sir, 
we must still remember that, though a 
martyred chieftain lies dead, our Constitu­ 
tion still lives, and must be upheld by all 
good and true citizens. And while we bow 
in humble submission to the will of the Om­ 
nipotent in taking from the nation its loved 
and honored head, it is but meet and proper 
that we pass resolutions of respect and sym­ 
pathy that shall pay tribute to President 
Garfield as a man, for the possession of those 
noble qualities i f heart and mind, the exer­ 
cise of which, in his short period of office, 
has so endeared him to a nation now mourn­ 
ing with heartfelt sympathy far his untimely 
and sad death. 
The Mayor then called for the appointment 
of officers of the meeting. 
W . A, Anderson moved that Mayor Brown 
be declared President of the meeting. Unan­ 
imously adopted. By a like vote W. A. 
Anderfon was ch >Ben Secretary. _ 
The Chair called for an expression of opin­ 
ion as to the proper steps to be taken. 
George E. Bates said he had formed in his 
mind no definite plan to suggest to appro­ 
priately act in the matter before the meeting. 
He would like to hear from the committee of 
the Sacramento Bar. 
Senator Cheney said he was of that com­ 
mittee, and it had not yet taken action. 
Simply to bring the matter up in form for 
discussion, he moved the appointment of a 
committee to arrange for a proper observance 
of the President's funeral day, and to act 
with the committee of the Bar, and also for 
the appointment of a Committee on Resolu­ 
tions expressive of the feelings of this people 
upon the sad event now overshadowing them. 
J. I t. Watson said the clergy held a meet­ 
ing and had taken action. 
Rev. T. II. B. Anderson, Chairman of the 
Ministeiial Association, said that Rev. Mr. 
Slater and himself were present in its behalf. 
They had resolved on religious memorial ser­ 
vices by all the churches of the city, at the 
Congregational Church on the day of the 
funeral. 
The Association desired to act in 
concert with the Citizens’ Committee. The 
Association had selected of its number three 
speakers for the religious services. 
J. W. Armstrong thought that in addition 
to the services which were to take place in the 
churches, arrangements should be made to 
have all places of business closed that day. 
No such calamity had ever befallen this 
nation before. I t’s an appalling thing to 
know that the President of the United States 
is not as safe as other citizens. I t’s a thing 
to mourn, and all assassins should be made to 
understand that assassination cannot be 
safely committed in this country. He sug­ 
gested that all business places be closed. 
He 
moved to amend Senator Cheney’s motion, 
that the committee called for be authorized 
to confer with the committee of the clergy 
also. 
Judge Denson being called on, said be 
favored the motion for a committee to ar­ 
range some appropriate ceremonial to make 
manifest in some way the deep sense of woe 
this people feels. He was glad the clergy 
had acted so promply. I t was fitting they 
should take a leading pait. 
He favored the 
amendment of Mr. Armstrong, that oa the 
day of the funeral every office, shop, booth, 
store and place of business be closed up, save 
where harm would bo done to the suffering. 
He favored a procession, with exercises appro­ 
priate at the close. He would have every 
person able to walk well turn out and match 
over a short route on the leading streets. He 
thought the Congregational Church too small 
for the a-semhlage that will gather. 
W. I!. C. Brown beirg called on said he 
did not believe there was a man in theUniou 
who did not deplore and mourn the death of 
our. President, and not one who did not feel 
horror at the deeg damnation of his taking 
off. He agreed that this people ought, by ap­ 
propriate demonstration, to put their seal of 
condemnation upon assassination and thus 
declare that it shall not here be recognized. 
In a Ropul-lic where the people make the 
officers, no man should lift his hand against 
them. It is all well enough to pasa resolu­ 
tions, but let there be a demonstration in 
which every man, woman and child shall take 
part, to showt hat we abhor, condemn and de­ 
test the act of ass .s.-¡nation. 
G. 
W. Kicks said he felt satisfied the b.isi- 
nees men would close their houses on the day 
designated. He favored a committee to se­ 
cure the pledge of every m.ta in business to 
cl >-:e, and not trust to mere request in the 
p pera. 
_ _ 
David Lubin said it seemed the pcop'.o 
were aroused now to that state of feeling that 
would rem it in manifestations that will con­ 
vince Europeans of the true ideas of the 
people in a true republic—not Buch republics 
a 'th e y see in Europe ami South America. 
This meeting ought to declare in favor of up­ 
holding the law, but Bhould also declare that 
the assassin must not escape by the shrewd­ 
ness of any sharp trickster nor by any mere 
technicality. 
The assassin 
should 
have 
6qu*re justice. 
The fellow ought to be 
taken care of, and the lawyer who allows 
him to get free—why, we want him taken 
care of too. 
He thought our expression 
might take a practical form also, by con­ 
tributing to the fund for the widow aud 
children of the dead President 
He believed 
that the man who would keep a store opea 
on the funeral day might as well have written 
over his do r: “ A mean, contemptible cuss 
keeps this place.” 
Attorn-y General H art was called on, and 
responded: This man, he said, haa been a 
prominent soldier and an eminent statesman. 
The 
institu'ions of the 
UniGd States 
depend for their maintenance upon the security 
of the President and every member of society. 
Resolutions were easily drawn and adopted, 
and hence have come to be often regarded as 
of little worth. But he favored the Bar pass­ 
ing 
resolutions, as the 
I'rerident 
was 
a member of the Bar, but the citizens’ 
meeting 
had 
better 
pass 
no 
resolu­ 
tions. 
He 
favored 
the bolding of 
a 
real funeral day. when ail business shall be 
suspended, and have all join in a procession, 
as has be;n suggested, to be followed with 
the services at the church, for which arrange­ 
ments have already been made. 
He believed 
this tho tucst npprrpriate manner for the 
people in this city to express their deep feel­ 
ing of eorrow. 
The motion of Mr. Cheney for a Commit­ 
tee of Arrangements was then carried, the 
amendment of Mr. Armstrong being consid­ 
ers d aB incorporated iu it. 
Mr. Cheney withdrew hia motion for a 
Committee on Resolutions. The Obair said 
it was as well, a3 clearly the sentiment of the 
meeting did not favor it. 
Mr. Cheney ssid 
he fully agreed with Mr. H art in that matter. 
The Chair appointed Senator Cheney, Gen­ 
eral H art r.nd J. R. Watson to chose a com­ 
mittee of seven on arrangement. 
I)r. Dwinell was called upon, and spoko of 
the proposed action approvingly, saying that 
the bonds of confidence between men and 
men must be maintained and strengthened, 
or else the Republic cannot be upheld. So 
we need to stand up with unanimity against 
all such crimes as assassination, and let the 
world know we not only scorn them, but will 
not be tolerated in the Republic. Such ex­ 
pressions will elevate the people to a higher 
plane and will make arsassination well nigh 
impossible. By such expressions, and by the 
manifestations of sympathy for those who 
suffer by assassination, we shall strengthen 
the Republic and be buiidine up its future in 
the minds and hearts of our youth. 
Ex-Mayor Hardenburgh was called on, 
and said he fully sympathized with the citi­ 
zens in their great grief. He was glad to see 
Sacramento at all times, and to see her mov­ 
ing in the right direction. He believed the 
woe we now feel is the result of tho lax ad­ 
ministration of justice, and that it has 
reached its climax now, and that the people 
will demand that no more emotional insanity 
and no more technicalities shall hereafter de­ 
feat the ends of justice. Sacramento had 
always led in such movements as her citizenB 
now have in hand, and he believed Sacra­ 
mento's manifestation on this sad occasion 
wonld be fuil and ample in its respect for the 
deceased President. 
Ex-Mayor Turner was called upon. He 
spoke feelingly of the mournful event that 
called the people together. He referred to 
the sympathy of the world now extended to 
America. 
He refen-ed to the sentiments ex­ 
pressed hy Dr.'Dwinell, and called attention 
to the domestic side of tha question, and 
said, though the man whoee loss we tcouni, 
who had filled the most exalted position on 
earth, and we mourn him as a dead Presi­ 
dent, yet here he was a man and an Ameri­ 
can citizen whose intellect w as acknowl­ 
edged in all the land. He was an American 
citizen who had a family, to whom the 
nation should now extend its sympathy—a 
wife who has been his stay and comfort and 
whose wee is keener than ours. 
He believed 
this great eorrow will be of benefit to the 
people ; that it will lesson personal attacks 
in campaigns, and secure the conduct of 
political discussion upon a higher plane, 
where detraction and slander shall have no 
part. 


A t this point the Committee of Nomina­ 
tions reported r,s a committee of arrange­ 
ments to have full power to act and arrange, 
E . R. 
Hamilton, David Lubin, C. T. 
Whreler, Jabez Turner, W . B. C. Brown, N. 
H . Niehol and Dr. G. G. Tyrrell. 
On motion of L. S. Taylor, the Mayor was 
added to the committee. 
M r. Cheney said it was understood by the 
Nominating Committee that the Mayor 
would be ex officio Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee of Arrangements. 
On the statement of the Chair it was 
understood, in the absence of dissent, that 
the committee confer with the ministerial 
and bar committees, and have fuil power and 
control, without any further call for citizens’ 
meetings. The meeting then adjourned sine 
die, the Mayor first giving notice for all the 
committees spoken of as from the bar, the 
clergy and tho citizens’ meeting, to meet this 
evening at 7:30, at the office of Piesley Dun­ 
lap.

Visitors to the city generally 
are availing of this opportunity to visit this 
private gallery, the largest on the coast. 


T h e C ity Y e s t e r d a y . — All the public 
buildings in the oily, together with the prin­ 
cipal business houses and many private resi­ 
dences, were yesterday being draped, aud 
give the city a very greatly changed and deep 
mourning appearance. 
The emblems of 
mourning are eeen in all parts of the city, 
and some business houses and residences are 
very elaborately trimmed. The streets of J 
and K and some cross streets present a con­ 
stant view of mourning drapery. 
The drap­ 
ing of the State Capitol building is beiDg 
done under the direction of George Boyne. 
The rotunda and inner dome are being i ro- 
fusely drapei from a circular center about 
four feet in diameter, suspended about sev­ 
enty feet above tho rrtain floor, from which 
alternate white and black streamers, span­ 
gled wish silver stare, nnd exteniing to the 
baluster of tho second floor, and thence to 
the top of the alcove aud cornice surrounding 
ihe rotunda, thus forming a canopy. The 
inner front of the baluster of the second floor 
is covered with black, and haviDg white 
festoons looped with black and silver rosettes, 
and over the points passed by the suspended 
streamers are placed national shields draped 
in mourning. Around the base of the drapery, 
at the corners, is placed wreaths and festoons 
of evergreen, with more shields, and ia the 
recess on the cast side of the rotunda hangs a 
large portrait of the deceased Prei-iJeut, 
with the words “ In Memoriam,” and sur­ 
rounded 
with 
heavy 
a unbre 
decora­ 
tions. 
To-day the 
columns 
and front 
of _ the 
building 
will 
be 
draped. 
A disna'oh ws* receiv.-d vraterday hv Gov. 
Perkins from Ricardo de Emparan, Mexican 
Consol at San Diego, as follows: “ As Exec­ 
utive of the State, please accept my sincere 
sympathies for the great mistortune which 
the people of the United States ami the na­ 
tion have suffered in the death of President 
Garfield.” The Governor received during the 
dry a dispatch from the Mayor at Santa 
Cruz, and also from other places, asking in­ 
formation as to the day to be set apart to 
give expression of sorrow. 


R a i l r o a d E x t e n s io n .— Arrangements have 
been made for an immediate extension of the 
California and Oregon Railroad from Redding 
to the State line. The line of the road, it is 
now thought, will be located by way of the 
lava beds and LinVville, Or.

STATE FAIR. 


TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL FAIR OF THE 
STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Second Day—The Stock Parade—Yester­ 
day's Races—Tlie Pavilion Display 
—To-day’s Programme. 


The 3econd day of the State Fair was suc­ 
cessful 
in 
attendance 
and the general 
agreeableness of the day’s exercises. 
The 
stock parade was a pronounced bucccbs ; the 
races were very fine; the P a v ilio n was largely 
visited, and as the most of the exhibits were 
in place by last evening, the general result 
was ready for criticism. All these depart­ 
ments are noticed below under the proper 
headings. 
. 
The programme for to day opens with t^e 
opening of the Park stock grounds at 9 a . w. 
At 10 o’clock the walking match for draft 
stallions. A t 1 P. Jt. the races. The Pavilion 
opens at 9 A. St., and is open all day and dur 
ing the evening. The number of people in 
town has largely increased, and the streets 
are thronged by strangers. The receipts at 
the Paik yesterday were §1,C30 75, against 
$1,011 for the like day last year. A t the 
Pavilios, $857 80 cash, as against $1,165 50 
reported last year. 


AT THS 
PARK. 


The parade of stock took place at 10 a . m. 
Chief Marshal Bryte and his assistants de­ 
serve credit for the manner in which they 
placed the stock in marching position. The 
horses were formed on the homestretch ; the 
cattle, coming from their Btalls, entered the 
track near the three-quarter pole. When all 
was ready the Chief Marshal placed himself 
at the head of the column, the band touched 
up a march, and the grand cavalcade moved 
off around the track. There were six double 
teams in the lead, fifteen single horses to 
harness, and ninety-nine horses, mares and 
colts to halter. These were followed by five 
jacks to halter. The Durham* headed the 
line of cattle, Colonel Younger s herd in the 
lead, followed by Merkley’s, 
and then 
by Murphy’s 
and Comstock's and Liu- 
well’?. The Jerseys came next, of which there 
were thirty-Beveu bulls, cows acd calves. 
Then came aherd of five DevonB, and Bement s 
Ayrshire* brought up the roar of thorough­ 
bred cattle. 
A few graded animals came in 
behind. 
The parade was worthy of a batter 
audience than there was on the ground to 
witness it. There were but few people in the 
stands, and not as many on the grounds as 
we have generally Been on similar occasions.

The horses in the race now on came up for 
the third heat, and were started only after a 
number of trials.

Miss Minnie Carroll exhibits a flower scene 
painted on porcelain. 
L, K, Hammer exhibits two Bquare, two 
upright and one grand ChickeriDg piano, and 
four Wilcox & White organs. The Chicker- 
ing pianos scarcely need a word of praise, 
but the grand piano in this exhibit is odo of 
the finest ever brought to this city. 
I,oat 
evening when Professor Fleisener sat down 
to the instrument and commenced to play, 
there was a rush of people from all parts of 
the Pavilion to listen to the wonderful tones 
of this piano. Mr. Hammer has just re­ 
ceived pianos with the new patent upright- 
action, which is the greatest improvement of 
the century.

Rider and S. T. Morrison make fine 
displays of cheese.

He is 
sole agent for the George Steck piano, the 
Mathushek piano and the George Woods or­ 
gans, In his store at all times is to be found 
tho latest sheet music, music books and gen­ 
eral music merchandise. 
Besides the pianos 
he exhibits a case of musical goods. 
The display made by Weinstock k Lufcin, 
of the Mechanics’ Store, in this city, is an 
exceptionally fine one, and is in accord with 
the well-known enterprise of that firm.

is located near the northwest corner of the 
east hall, and occupies thirty feet of space 
along the wall, and four glass standing cases, 
ppaca will not permit of a detailed mention 
of more than a portion of the display to-day.

Mr. Burns has on exhibition and 
at work one of his driers, and a large amount 
of fruit and vegetables dried by his process. 
That this drier has points of superiority over 
all others is beyond a doubt. 
I t is the 
cheapest, because it consumes less fuel. 
The fruit is dried in the shortest time 
and 
is 
kept 
perfectly 
clean, 
because 
it ia not handled, being received on rods from 
the picker and dried whole. 
This obviates 
the necessity of spreading and the consequent 
handling of the (fruit in drying. The main 
point of excellence, however, is in the abso­ 
lute uniformity of temperature and the fact 
that every part is under absolute control. 
Green and partly dried fruit may be on the 
different trays at tbe same time, and it is not 


necessary to change the position of the fruit 
in the drier at any time, because that in the 
lower tray receives no more heat than that in 
the upper one. This result is accomplished

changing the direction of work, or breaking 
the thread, a point which ladies will readily 
appreciate. 
Mr. S. keeps at his store, needles 
for all machines, parts, attachments, plaiting 
boards, machine oil, spool cotton, sewing 
silk, etc., besides his large stock of pictures 
and picture frames.

ment, and they seem to have succeeded. 
Napoleon the Third encouraged the late M. 
Chevalier in experiments in this direction, 
at Viucennes, in which both the camera 
and the theodolite 
were brought into 
requisition. 
A t the time of his death, M. 
Chevalier was working at two military 
problems, which he felt sure of solving 
with the aid of photography. 
First, by 
employing two photographic proofs ob­ 
tained with the instruments to regulate in 
the most certain manner, during the night­ 
time, the direction of fire against an ene­ 
my’s works, and also the angle of reflection 
of the electric light to be used for illumin­ 
ating the same. 
Secondly, in the same 
way to regulate the convergent fire of 
either one or more batteries, either by 
night or by day.

Í H 2 STORY OF A MILLIONAIRE. 


ROYAL BAKING- POWDER. 


Nearly eighty years ago a poor boy, about 
tight years of age, begaa his business life 
by veuding cakes in the streets of Kidder­ 
minster. 
On Thursday, June 10, 1SS1, 
that whilom cake-merchant died at Erdiug- 
toD, near Birmingham, full of years and 
honors, a millionaire in fortune, bat leav­ 
ing’behind him what is more priceless than 
untold gold, the reputation of a blameless 
life, and vast educational establishments 
'built under his own personal inspection 
and endowed at bis sole cost. 
Born on the 23d of February, 1793, in 
Mill street, Kidderminster, Josiah Mason 
was the second son of a poor carpet weaver, 
so poor tnat he could only afford to send hi* 
child for a few months to a dame-school in 
the cottage next his own ; and, as we have 
said, at 8 years old the boy was compelled 
to face the world on his own account, sell­ 
ing cakes from door to door. 
After a time 
he ventured on a higher flight, and having 
precured a donkey, with paniers, he pur­ 
sued the calling of a dealer in fruits and 
vegetables, till he had reached bis 13th 
year. 
Tired of street life, and largely in­ 
fluenced by a desire to tarry at home with 
a sick brother, 
Josiah taught himself 
shoemaking ; but, as he often said in after­ 
life, although he used the best leather and 
put into it his best work, he could not 
make it pay, and so gave it up. 
Mean­ 
while be had been trying hard at self, 
improvement, being helped to a knowledge 
of the art of writing by attendance at 
various Sunday-schools. 
From 15 to 20, he tried his band suc­ 
cessfully at various occupations, includ­ 
ing shop-keeping, baking, carpentering, 
blacksmith’s 
w o rk , house-painting, and 
Anally his father’s old trade of carpet- 
weaving. 
Resolved to try a wider field for 
enterprise. h6 removed to Birmingham, 
where he fell m love w ith and married his 
cousin, Anne Griffith, a union prolonged 
in mutual confidence and happiness fifty- 
three years. 
Some one who knew bis 
character and circumstances took him to 
Mr. Harrison, split-ring manufacturer, of 
Lancaster 
street, 
B irm ingham , 
sayiDg, 
“ This is the very man you want.” 
Mr. 
Harrison, disappointed probably by many 
previous applicants, rather coldly remarked, 
“ I have had a good many young men come 
here, but they were afraid of dirtying their 
fingers.” Young M sbod, who had been 
standing quietly in the background, raised 
his hands, and, looking at his extended 
fingers, said, with n quaint humor that 
characterized him throughout life, “ Are 
you ashamed of dirtying yourselves to get 
your own living ? ” This unstudied touah 
of nature so impressed Mr. Harrison that 
he at onco closed with his visitor, to whom 
he sold his business twelve months later 
for £500, Mr. Mason being able to pay for 
it out of his first year’s profits. 
The story of Josiah Mason’s business life 
thaneeforward reads like a chapter from a 
fairy tale. 
Inventing a machine for bevel­ 
ing hoop rings, he so reduced the cost and 
increased the speed of manufacturing them 
that a clear gain of £1,000 resulted from 
its first year’s use. 
The first machine so 
constructed was made in 1S25, and was 
until very recently still in use in the large 
works at Lancaster street. 
To the split- 
ring trade Mr. Mason quickly added that 
of making steel pens. 
James Perry, of 
Manoheater and London, had been the 
first maker of these, preceding by a 
short time the earliest Birmingham mak­ 
ers. 
The two latter had begun to make 
the slit in their pens by machinery, while in 
Mr. Perry’s the slit was made by means of 
a hammer. 
At that time nine pens were 
sold upcn a card for three and sixpence ; 
and one of these falling into Josiah Mason’s 
hands, he set about devising improvements, 
and the same evening made three pens, 
which he sent in a letter—for which he had 
to pay ninepence postage—to Mr. Perry. 
That gentleman at once saw the value of 
the improvement hastened to Birmingham, 
and had an interview with Mr. Mason, who 
from that time onward became the sole 
maker of the pens sold under Perry’s 
name. 
The trade at first was of very 
modest proportions, the old account-books 
•bowing that in 1S29 and 18-30 orders 
wore executed by twenty or thirty gross 
at a time, from which the concern grew 
until Mr. Mason became the largest pcn- 
maker in the world. 
In 1830 twelve work­ 
people were employed in Lancaster street, 
and 112 ponnds of steel were thought a 
large quantity to roll for a week’s con­ 
sumption. 
In 1874, toward the close of 
Mr, Mason’s connection with the works, 
nearly a thousand persons were employed, 
the quantity of steel rolled every week for 
pen-making exceeded three tons, and about 
sixty tons of pens were constantly in move­ 
ment throughout the building, in one or 
other of the many stages of manufacture. 
The significance of these figures will be 
better uuderstood when we add that there 
are probably a million and a half of pens 
to a ton.—[Cassell’s Magazine.

NOTES. 


I t ¡3 safe to say that there will be no 
startling changes in fashions this fall. 
Crinoline rights stubbornly for existence, 
and will probably be worn to some extent, 
though not universally. 
The small hoop 
is decidedly the favorite, and it is often 
only by the swing of the drees that one 
can detect its prcsenoe. 
Parisians wear 
tonrnures of crinoline rather than hoop- 
skirts. 
Models for dresses sent from Paris 
aro narrow as ever as to the foundation, 
the boaffant appearanse at tho back being 
f 
iven by the arrangement of the drapery, 
hirring promises to hold its own, and will 
appear for fall and winter on the soft silks 
of the period, after the same fashion now 
osed for mulls. 
A favorite style has half 
the skirt and more than half the bodice 
closely gathered. 
A very usual mode of 
making the skirt is with two deep flounces 
cut on the straight, and quite half a yard 
deep, headed by gatherings, say from six 
to eight. 
The 
bodice meets tho top 
flounce, so as to appear to be cut en Prin­ 
to u t, but frona the waist to join there is a 
■accession of close-set gatherings. 
The 
bodice has a gathered circular piece at the 
throat, reaching to the shoulders.

MERVTLLECX 8TRIPE3 
W ill bo much used for trimming. A pretty 
mode of using these is to put an edging of 
th e stripe down the front of the bodice 
and tunio, while the sk irt has a kilting 
either of the stripe alone or of the plain 
and striped material alternately, the latter 
falling between each fold and showing with 
every movement of the wearer. 
Pretty 
little drawn capes of the dress material 
are very fashionable abroad, and will prob­ 
ably be the first wrap worn here in the 
coming autumn. 
Velvet plushes will divide favor for com­ 
bination with handsome fabrics of all sorts, 
brocades, satins of various kinds, cloths 
and soft, fine woolens.

ruler. 
The appearance of the tail was as 
if produced by myriads of large stones 
traveling in planetary space independently 
of the comet, and having no other connec­ 
tion with it than that of being temporarily 
lighted by the rays which its atmosphere 
had caosed to deviate, more or less, from 
their natural coarse. 
This multitude of 
fragments of worlds would, therefore, pro­ 
duce the same effect as dust lighted by a 
ray of sunlight admitted into a dark room 
through a crevice.
